Los Angeles Red Cross' 1947 
fund campaign goal this week 
was set at $1,610,000.

  William M. Jeffers, volunteer 
general chairman for the drive, 
so announced in a special ses­ 
sion attended by key leaders.

"Of the overall total, sixty 
percent will be expended by Red 
Cross In rendering services to 
.ncmbers of the armed forces, 
disabled veterans and their fam­ 
ilies, and men 'and women con­ 
valescing in nearby veterans' 
and military hospital*," Jeffers 
declared. "The Home Service de­ 
partment alone   averaging a 
case load of 6,500 families of 
active servicemen and disabled 
veterans each month Is antici­ 
pating an expenditure of $682,- 
827.00 in the period from July 
1, 1947 through June 30, 1948."

This service Includes emer­ 
gency final assistance to pay for 
food, clothing and medical and 
hospital care, Jeffers pointed 
out.

Other Red Cross programs  
geared principally to servicemen 
and veterans include those car­ 
ried on through camp and' hos­ 
pital service, canteen service, 
arts and skills corps, motor 
corps, Gray Lady corp^ and 
various divisions of volunteer 
special services.
